ae PRIMARY FUNCTION OF 
the House of Commons, says 
Bagehot in his classic work on the 
British constitution, is to choose the 
prime minister. But who, in fact, 
chose Prime Minister Macmillan? 
That question is the core of the Labor 
Party’s present protest against the 
method of Sir Anthony Eden’s resig- 
nation and the appointment of his 
successor. 

The Labor Party’s complaint is 
that the Queen, through the bungling 
of her existing advisers, was com- 
pelled herself to choose a new first 
minister and thus was brought into 
party politics from which the Throne 
has long been excluded. Thus the 
Labor Party professes to be rallying 
around the sovereign and the consti- 
tution while the Conservatives have, 
in some measure, damaged both. 

This dispute arises through the 
extraordinary circumstances of Mr. 
Macmillan’s appointment. 

Sir Anthony went to the palace 
and offered his resignation. In this 
situation it is customary—though it 
is not compulsory under an unwrit- 
ten and highly flexible constitution— 
for the retiring prime minister to re- 
commend the name of his successor. 


When. a. prime minister has been. 


defeated at the polls or in the Com- 
mons, or when he expects defeat, he 
and the sovereign have no discretion. 
The leader of the opposition party 
automatically is recommended to the 
sovereign and is asked to form a new 
government. 

In the recent case, however, the 
Government had not been defeated 
and was in no danger of defeat. The 
prime minister was resigning for 
purely personal reasons and there 
was no obvious successor. 


Once Sir Anthony had resigned as 
prime minister, there was not even 
a leader of the Conservative Party, 
for in Britain party leaders are not 
always chosen by a party convention 
but, more usually, by the party’s 
members in' Parliament. The ruling 
Conservative Party had made no such 
choice, since it did not expect Sir 
Anthony to retire.

No Confidence in Dulles 


Again, it may be very wrong and 
very unfair. But it is universally be 
lieved throughout the top levels of both 
the British and French governments that 
Secretary Dulles, in the weeks after the 
nationalization of the Suez Canal, con- 
sciously misled’ both governments about 
American intentions. This view is un- 
questionably shared by Eden's successor 
as Prime Minister, Harold Macmillan. 

The distrust of Dulles, moreover, un- 
like the distrust of Eden in this country, 
is not confined only to the top govern- 


mental levels. It is virtually universal, 
However unfairly, Dulles has become a 
symbol, and a scapegoat, in Britain even 
more than in France. 

This raises the obvious question, 
whether the old partnership can in fact 
be restored as long as Dulles is Secretary 
of State, even after Eden's resignation. 
The partnership, it should be understood, 
is now in eomplete dissolution, except in 
the most formal sense. The relationship 
between this country and its British and 
French allies is authoritatively described 
in the phrase “a total suspension of com- 
munication.” 

To be sure, the British and French 
ambassadors heré see Dulles occasionally 
—he had a brief formal talk with both 
immediately before the announcement of 
the “Eisenhower Doctrine.” The Ameri- 
can ambassadors in London and Paris 
also maintain formal contacts with 
Dulles’ opposite numbers. But the old, 
easy, informal, almost instinctive ex- 
change of views and information has 
been entirely suspended 


Expendable 


After Dulles’ cancer operation, the 
word was put about that he intended to 
stay on for another six months, and 
then leave his post. But since then, 
Dulles has recovered amazingly quickly, 
and he has shown all his accustomed 
vigor. He obviously loves his job, and 
he may now want to stay on... But it is 
at least true that President Eisenhower 
has considered and discussed the possi- 
bility of appointing a new Secretary of 
State, 

Two-names have figured in these dis- 
cussions. One is that of able Under-Sec. 
retary-designate Christian A. Herter, The 
other is that of the President's old 
friend, Gen. Alfred Gruenther. (who has 
also been considered to succeed Charles 
E, Wilson as Secretary of Defence). The 
obvious objection to Gruenther is the 
fact that his appointment would put a 
general in both the White House and the 
State Depargment. But Gruenther also 
has an intimate personal relationship 
with the President, a very real asset 
which Herter lacks. 

At any rate, both men are well quall- 
fied. Both men are also trusted and re 
spected by our allies, which—unfair 
though it ‘may be—Dulles unquestionably 
is not. And if it is true that the old 
partnership cannot be restored while 
Dulles rémains in his post, then Dulles, 
like other Secretaries of State before 
him, must be regarded as expendable

Snow, rain, hail and sleet are, 
of course, all made in the air 
above the ground, They are all 
made from the same ingredient, 
which is water vapor. How- 
ever, the weather uses different 
recipes to bring this water 
vapor down to earth. The dif 
ferent recipes produce different 
downpours. Different tempera- 
tures, winds and air pressure 
work on the vapor to make 
snow, rain, hail or sleet 

Water vapor is a gas. You 
cannot see it, smell it or taste 
lit. It is made of fragments of 
water so small that nobody has

Martin said he had no idea 
there was another aircraft down 
until told by his rescuers. He 
said he had seen another air 
craft circling above as the two 
drifted down in their parachutes 
and thought the canopy from 
his plane may have hit the 
other plane 

Martin, his face and * hands 
bandaged from burns suffered 
in the crash. was buoyarntly 
happy as he chatted with news 
paper men from his hospital 
bed 
TOO LATE TO COMPLAIN 

“I was very glad the para 
chute opened,” he joked. “It 
was too late to complain if any 
thing was wrong.” 

Martin said the ejection and 
jump were far easier than ex

He said he came down one 
quarter mile from McCormack, 
who seemed to be drifting 
away. 

“I yelled at McCormack, but 
I didn’t know whether he heard 
me. He waved his arms back 
at me.” 

After landing, Martin built a 
fire and wrapped himself a 
ground sheet and his parachute. 
About 24 hours later, after 
watching planes fly overhead 
almost constantly, Martin was 
joined by his rescuers
